The Colon 


HE . Imperial Government's 
solation to the problem of 
Hongkong’s war claims and some 
of her post-war debis reminds 
the public that beggars - cannot 
be choosers. To those who sin- 
cerely expected compensation for 
property and personal effects lost 
asa result of the Pacific War and 
the Japanese occupation, yester- 
day's official statement will come 
‘as’ a crucl disappointment, They 
can expect no redress. In a 
purely impersonal way (which, 
Incidentally, also has tho effect of 
making things easier for the 
Government) the Colony stands 
‘to benefit from three useful 
grants, one concession and an 
Interest-fres loan. Many, how- 
ever, will: be puzzled to know 
just how these ft in with what 
are regarded os our legitimate 
compensation claims.
